According to the informant, THAYER remained at Belgrade until after 
the U.'S. Embassy was eet up there and then went to Austria as head of the Mili¬ 
tary Mission. In Austria, the services of TRUER were invaluable to General 
MARK CLARK and other top military individuals because of hie knowledge of 
Russia and the Bui at an language. 

In conclusion, Mr. JOYCE, again, reiterated that THAYER has always 
indicated to him that be it a completely patriotic* oitisen. The only reason it 
could be questioned, according to JOYCE, would be because seme one with a personal 
dislike for THAYER and being unaware of the facte might report trumped-up charges
